SIR, e | : 
I AM ſorry that indolence and forgetfulneſs have con- 
ſpired to delay my writing a caſe in which your Syrup 
has been ſo efficacious.

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of which a puncture, almoſt imperceptible, difcharged 
an ichor which diſcolored my ſtocking. I applied to 
a ſurgeon, who furniſhed me with a plaiſter, and gave 
me medicines. The ſpot, taking a new appearance 
and tending to an ulcer, I conſulted a phyſician, who 
preſcribed pills, and ordered an iſſue beneath my knee; 
Under that treatment, my leg was healed: and, on a 
journey in the following ſummer, the iſſue was dried 
up. I paſſed the winter but indifferently; a cough, to 
which I had not been ſubject, rendered the nights reſt. 

ſs. In the ſpring, my face and head were covered 
with pimples; ſo that I could not wear my hair, of 
which I ſuddenly loſt a great quantity. I put myſelf 
under the beſt medical direction in my knowledge; and 
uſed medicine internal and external, with various ſuc- 
| ceſs, more than a year. I accidentally ſaw, in an old 
magazine, a preparation of brimſtone ſtrongly recom- 


mended in caſes like mine, and I determined on a trial 


of it. In a few weeks the pimples diſappeared : but 
brimſtone is a violent medicine; it brought on a dyſen- 
tery, from which I very narrowly tleaped, after a * 
finement of three months. 

Under theſe proceſſes, eofunptive 8 gra- 
dually gained ground; and J could perceive my medi- 
cal acquaintance ſought only to check them by regula :

My engagements being numerous; ſome of them re- 
quiring the vigour and fortitude of the beſt health, I 
was haraſſed by the alternate neceſſity of occaſional ab- 
ſence and immoderate application.

It would be tedious and diſtreſſing to the ds to 
follow me through all the means I uſed to attempt the 
removal of that calamity, or to provide for ſubmiſſion 
to it. Some idea may be conceived of the ſituation, 
by knowing, though my occupation and amuſement 
were letters, I paſſed two years without reading even a 
newſpaper; without eating animal food, or drinking 
fermented liquor.

and I put myſelf under his care. He bled me freely; 
and ordered pills, compounded of antimony and mer- 
cury; aſſuring me, they would not bring on the aſth- 
matic or pulmonary evils, which were then 0 
my conſtitutional diſorders. 

Whenever I took mercury, it fattered my j hopes | 
but always to aggravate my diſappointment. The com- 
plaints in and around my eyes were abated; but I was 
ſo emaciated, and ſhattered, that I could hold hardly 
n bins in my bande; the * diſorders re- 


turned 
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turned with increaſed violence ; and the medicines 
and regulations were exchanged for the bark, copaiva 
pills, and a tonic diet. The exchange reſtored my 
ſpirits in ſome degree; and I walked out: but in at- 
tempting to croſs a ſtreet with a little rapidity, a ſup- 
preſſion of all my powers ſuddenly took place, which 
were reſtored the inſtant I touched the pavement by a 
fall. I confidered it as the prelude of ſpeedy diſſolu- 
tion: and having conſulted every man of peculiar ſkill 
in my general diſorder, I reſolved not to mention the 
accident to my friends, and to ſubmit quietly to my 
fate.

In female caſes, hardly any occurred in Frith-

and appear always in habits called ſcorbutic.— 


Sterility, abortion, and many uterine diſeaſes, 
are the conſequences of this complaint.

* paſſages.— The great objet in all theſe caſes, 
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is not to reſtrain the flux ; but to correct the 
acrimonious humour which occafions it; and 
which, if it terminated in the corruption of 
any of the viſcera, muſt become mortal. ; 
The attentive reader will obſerve, in the 
whole of this pamphlet, that the operation of 
velnos Vegetable Syrup is confined to ob- 
ſtruktions and injuries of the lymphatic and 
glandular ſyftem ; and that its efficacy is on the 
diſeaſes which ariſe from thofe general cauſes.
